The death of Mrs. Margaret Tyler, 
of near Croake’s Station, on last Fri¬ 
day, March 31, was one of the most 
tragic that has occurred in this county 
fora number of years. Mrs. Tyler 
■committed suicide by taking two ouuces 
-of carbolic acid. Within ten minutes 
after she swallowed the deadly poison 
she was a corpse, dying a most horrible 
death. The poison was taken imme¬ 
diately after her return from town. 
The facts as given to us by her son-in- 
law, Mr. Ed Janes, are as follows: 
Mrs. Tyler went into an upstairs room, 
remaining a few minutes. Her hus¬ 
band, Mr. V. B. Tyler, was in the 
room below, not suspecting that his 
wife had retired for the purpose of 
taking her life. Presently she came 
rapidly into the room where he was and 
in a frantic voice exclaimed: "My 
<Jod, help me!" She then fell across a 
bed in the room and died before Mr. 
Tyler hardly had time to realize what 
had happened. The suicide occurred at 
about 4 o'clock in the afternoon. Just 
a few seconds before expiring, the wife * 
and mother, although in the very jaws 
of death, and suffering the most excru¬ 
ciating pain, raised her eyes to those 
of her horror-stricken husband and ex¬ 
acted a promise from him that he 
would tenderly care for their little 
girt This request alone was a pretty i 
characteristic of the mother. During a 
suffering, the intensity of which no 
human can understand, her thoughts 
were of the little girl whom she knew 
she was going to leave, and the loving 
and devoted mother wanted to go to 
her grave with a promise from her 
husband that be would tenderly care 
for the little one. 

T!*e deceased leaves a husband and 
two children. The children are Mrs. 
B. H. Janes, of Valley Hill, and little 
Miss Clemmie Tyler. Mr. and Mrs. 
Tyler had been residing in this county 
about one year, having moved here 
from Mt. Sterling, Ky. The deceased 
was a Miss Hudson, and was married 
to Mr. Tyler twenty-six years ago. She 
was forty-two years old, and was liked 
by all who knew her. Her friends and 
family feel that the suicide was the re¬ 
sult of a deranged mind., she having 
been in ill health for several weeks. 
Mrs. Tyler was a member of the Pres¬ 
byterian church, from which churchi 
funeral services were held at New 
Hope last Saturday. 

The deceased was a woman of many 
pretty qualities, and was loved and 
honored by friendB and relatives. To 
those who are so sorely bereaved, hun¬ 
dreds of people in the county extend 
condolence.

Kentucky Mountaineers 


(Breathitt News:) 

I have just read what purports to be! 
extracts from an interview with Rev. , 
Thomas Cooke, arch-deacon of the | 
■ diocese of Lexington, in which he is 
l quoted as asserting: 

“The origin of the Kentucky moun¬ 
taineer is accounted for in history. 1 
1 Many of them are part Indian, and 
they have the Indian characteristics. 

I In the early days prisoners were sold 
1 into slavery, and brought to America, j 
to work for the . rich planters. They , 
were, as a rule, an uneducated, low 
, class of people, and had fallen into dis- j 
grace in their own country. When the i 
negroes were imported they took the J 
| place of the white slaves who were , 
i freed. The whites had nothing and j 
j moved westw-ard from Virginia, to, 
; make their living as they could. Most ( 
I of them settled on the eastern slopes i 
I of the* mountains, and on the western 
slopes were the Indians • • • They 1 
I become friends and intermarried, the i 
result being a new class of humanity, t 
j the decendanta of which inhabit the' 

; Kentucky mountains to-day.” 

To the facts of this interview as a 
, whole, and in particulars, we enjer our ^ 
respectful but earnest protest. There 
is not one family out of one thousand 
| of the present inhabitants of the Cum- 
berlands whofce parentage may be 
traced either to the Indians or to those 
white slaves who hail been freed by the 
Virginia planters. The great majority < 


i many of them. 

They carried with them, as recom¬ 
pense for military service, patents for 
! lands, from a few hundred up to thous¬ 
ands, and even many thousands of 1 
‘ acres. They located these patents on i 
lands bounded, mostly, by streams and 
1 water sheds. 

A most cursory review of the early 
boooks of the land office, will show 
who these patentees were, and that 
, they bore Scotch-Irish and Huguenot 
names, and more modern records show i 
that these lands remain in the hands of 
| their lineal decendanta. 

We may easily understand that the 
great distance* between settlements and 
the almost impassable paths of commu-1 
j nication. traversing mountains and j 
creasing rivers, as they did. would male ; 
i ver >’ difficult to maintain churches 
and schools, if they had desired to do 
so, but these wayside settlers had more , 
taste fur hunting and fishing than for 
i educational and moral eulture. As we ' 
i gather their history, their qontact with 
the Indians was not of a love making 
or matrimonial kind. The first genera¬ 
tion grown on the soil were good Indian 
fighters and expert woodsmen, hunters 
and fishermen, and innocent of books. , 
the second and third generations in- \ 
creasing mnreso.
